BY NATAL GUNS AND A HDGE AIR UMBRELL BOARD

Leaving Korea’s Frozen Northeast Expanses After A 
Series of Heroic Retreats Through Traps Sprung 
by 120,000 Chinese Reds — American Warships 
Stand By to Protect Units.

TOKYO, Dec. 13 — (INS) 
Battle-w orn thousands of U. 
M arines and soldiers, protected by 
Naval guns and a huge air um ­ 
brella, were boarding transports 
at Hungnam today in a Dunkirk- 
like evacuation of all northeast 
Korea.

Together with other United Na­ 
tions units of the .Tenth Corps, the 
A m ericans were abandoning Ko­ 
rea’s

after a series of heroic fighting re­ 
treats through traps sprung by 
some 120,000 Chinese Red troops. 
Standing offshore, American w ar­ 
ships trained their big guns in 
readiness to lay a screen of shell­ 
fire around the 15-mile Hungnam - 
Humhung beachhead perim eter as 
the begrimed troops went aboard 
the transports with their equip­ 
ment. 
H undreds of carrier and land- 
based planes criss-crossed over­ 
head to attack any enemy aircraft 
c r 
approaching Chinese 
ground 
forces that m ight seek to inter­ 
fere with the UN w ithdraw al by 
sea.

began three days ago at the {tort of 
llungnam when U. S. First Marine 
Division 
units

troop transports in the harbor. 
The leath ern eck s began going 
aboard the transport vessels im­

day breakout from a huge Chinese 
trap in the Changjin reservoir arna. 
American arm y units, including 
Seventh Infantry Division soldiers 
who had fought beside the M arines

These rearguard forces of the 
Army’s Seventh and Third Divi­ 
sions then pulled back from the 
beachhead perim eter around Ham- 
hung to Hungnam to board tra n s­ 
ports themselves.

REMEMBER PEARL HARBOR 


Nine years to the month. Pearl Harbor was repeated. 
Oner again a military disaster took place in which cock­ 
sure American leadership, overconfident and underprepared, 
walk into a catastrophe inflicted by enemy forces which we had 
tfeated with contempt. 
Those who were guilty of criminal negligence and incompe­ 
tence back in 1941 went unpunished. An attempt by Congress 
to find out precisely what happened that produced the Pearl 
Harbor disaster was blocked by President Truman, by the army 
brasshats, and by the Democratic party. 
The methods by which the Pearl Harbor evidence was sup­ 
pressed and destroyed were, actually, even more scandalous than 
the Pearl Harbor story itself. But suppressed it was, and for the 
last several years those figures whose connection with Pearl Har­ 
bor was the closest have been among those who have risen highest 
in the military and diplomatic circles of the American govern­ 
ment. 
The Korean disaster. in one sense, may be said to be trace­ 
able to the failure of the American people to insist on getting to 
the bottom of the Pearl Harbor disgrace. 
lf those responsible for Pearl Harbor has been ferreted out, 
and tried, and convicted, and given the sort of punishment actual­ 
ly deserved by those who let down a nation as badly ae America 
was let down on December 7. 1941— if that had happened, then 
our overbearing diplomats and our cocksure military gentlemen 
would have been far more careful than it now appears they have 
been in the case of Korea. 
Let’s put it on the line: grave as is the threat of military ag­ 
gression from Red Russia and her satellites, the danger from that 
source is still far less than tl)e hazards presented if we leave our 
sensitive diplomatic problems and our urgent military decisions in 
the hands of over-confident incompetents.
